How to find us: 

Before you can discover all Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has to offer, you have to get 
here, and thankfully we are not hard to 
find. Our most popular route into town 
runs from the Queen Elizabeth Way 
(QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the 
QEW to Niagara-on-the-Lake, then fol¬ 
low signs to connect to Regional Road 
55 by turning left on to York Road, then 
make a right at the first set of lights to 
take Airport Road, the shortest path to 
Regional Road 55, which is called 
“Niagara Stone Road” locally. Turn 
right onto Stone Road and enjoy the 
scenery of lush vineyards, our newly 
installed roundabout and the bustling 
commerce of Virgil before you arrive at 
Queen Street in the Old Town. When 
you get to the end of the road, with the 
golf course and the lake ahead of you, 
turn right to get to the heart of the Old 
Town and the Shaw Festival theatres. 

Once you’re within the municipality, 
please check the map on Page 20 and 21 
to navigate your way around town. 
Detailed driving directions are also 
available from the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from 
Toronto is often heavy. Allow at least 
two hours for your drive from Toronto, 
especially if you have theatre tickets. For

N iagara-on-the-Lake is history come 
to life—never more so than as it 
commemorates the War of 1812, which 
ensured our future as a nation. 

The Old Town has been designated a 
National Historic District, for more than 
well-tended heritage buildings, although 
there are lots of those to admire. 

The town, known in early years as 
Newark, was the first capital of Upper 
Canada, site of the first library, newspaper 


and golf course, and passed the first anti¬ 
slavery legislation. 

It was also the site of important battles of 
the War of 1812, which established our 
country, so this is a special year as we 
continue to commemorate the bicentennial 
of the war and celebrate two hundred years 
of peace with our neighbour. 

The town itself had been settled by 
American Loyalists who fled to Niagara 
during the American Revolution. Then, in 


the days leading up to the War of 1812, 

Fort George became a stronghold with a 
British military base, and residents found 
themselves within range of enemy cannons 
at Fort Niagara, just across the river. 

The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston Heights in 
October of 1812, but lost brilliant military 
strategist General Isaac Brock. The 
Americans attacked again the following 
May, destroying Fort George and taking the 
town. It was the following December, 1813, 
that the Americans retreated. 

Conflicts continued into the fall of 1814, 
by which time both sides had invaded each 
other’s territory, some successfully. But these 
areas were restored by the Treaty of Ghent 
which re-instated original boundaries, and 
led to the 200 years of peace we’re 
celebrating today. 

Visitors to the town today are likely to see 
historic strollers, today’s residents dressed in 
period costumes, on our main street. Well- 
versed in history, they are happy to stop to 
chat or pose for a picture. Also on our main 
street during certain times during the 
summer of 2013, U.S. soldiers will appear 
to remind residents and visitors that the 
town was under American occupation for 
the last six months of the year. 

The occupation ended during a December 
snowstorm when the withdrawing American 
forces burned almost every building in 
town. Although facing a smoldering ruin, 
with the war continuing for another year, 
the spirit of the people revived this town 
and restored its life. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s as a 
monument to the struggle for Canadian 
sovereignty. The well-versed staff of Parks 
Canada help bring the fort to life through 
authentic costumes and demonstrations of 
food, music, and military training. 

McFarland House on the Niagara 
Parkway was the sole property to survive the 
town’s infamous burning—visit it and 
discover why. Hear the truth behind Laura 
Secord’s midnight walk to alert the British 
of pending invasion by visiting her 
Queenston homestead. Visit Brock’s 
Monument at Queenston Heights and 
discover how one general could rate four 
separate burials.

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Discover The War of 1812 Bicentennial 



T he Town of Niagara on the Lake 
Bicentennial Committee has 
created many unique and 
successful events and products to 
commemorate the 200th anniversary of 
the War of 1812-14. Our volunteers have 
become experts in creating celebrations 
and events promoting Niagara’s cultural 
heritage. 

SUMMARY OF EVENTS: 

Remembrance of the Eve of War was 
held on June 18, 2012, at St. Mark’s 
Church. The Rev. Canon Dr. Robert 
Wright commemorated the 200th 
anniversary of the Declaration of War 
with a very solemn and moving service. 

Battle of Queenston Heights and 
The Burial of Major General Sir Isaac 
Brock - October 12 & 13, 2012, was 
organized by the Friends of Fort George. 
The Bicentennial Committee helped to 
plan, coordinate and publicize this 
tremendous re-enactment at Queenston 
Heights and Fort George. The event 
weekend attracted nearly 15,000 people 
Niagara under Occupation, Summer 
2013- Volunteer committees raised the 
funds and planned the commemoration of 
Niagara’s invasion by American 
soldiers. Student summer jobs were 
created from these funds. Dressed as 
American soldiers these students, and 
Fort George staff, patrolled the main 
streets of the Town in the summer of 
2013. The soldier/students were 
professionally trained, clothed and 
supervised by Parks Canada’s Fort George 
staff. They provided a colourful and 
historic backdrop on Queen Street for 
visitors and residents, making this event a 
highlight for many tourists to town. 

Historic Strollers. Many local 
residents responded to the “threat of war” 
(in 2012) and the Occupation event in 
2013. Dressed in 19th century period 
costumes, they strolled through the 


shopping district on Queen Street 
answering visitors’ questions and posing 
for photos. Highlights included the many 
confrontations between these citizens and 
the US soldiers. 

Niagara on Fire...the Movie. Local 
bicentennial volunteers coordinated the 
filming of this stirring movie that became 
Niagara on Fire. The funds needed for the 
filming and editing were raised from local 
supporters like wineries, hotels and stores. 
The movie took a year to produce. 200 
copies were given to both Niagara school 
boards, providing our children with a 
dramatic and memorable resource to 
better understand the significance of this 
tragedy. DVDs are available at the 
Museum, Library, and Fort George gift 
shop for only $10. 

Niagara on Fire...the Event, 
December 6th & 7th, 2013. The 
spectacular, two day event, featured the 
premier showing of the movie, Niagara 
on Fire - a dramatic sound and light show 
projected on the outside of the Old 
Courthouse - as well as a massive 
fireworks display that lit up the Old 
Town. Attendance was estimated at 
approximately 4000. 

There were many other significant and 
memorable events, supported by our 
bicentennial committee, including: The 
Laura Secord Walk, The Flames of War 
sound and light show at Fort George, the 
1812 lectures and dramatic 
interpretations at the Niagara Historical 
Society Museum, the Symposium, Fort 
George Re-enactments and many other 
large and small volunteer-driven events 
that have characterized our town for the 
past two years. A conservative estimate 
places the number of volunteer hours for 
these events at 70,000+ hrs. These 
successful and inspiring events drew 
many residents and newcomers to our 
town. Many, for the first time in their 
lives, attracted to our “living history!” 


The commemorative events were the 
results of the tireless efforts of our many 
volunteers and key partners - Niagara 
Historical Society and Museum; Friends 
of Fort George; Parks Canada - Fort 
George staff; Niagara Parks Commission; 
Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake; and, Town 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake Library 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Bicentennial Committee, and its 
volunteer groups, created opportunities 
which focused on the Town’s rich history. 
And what we have here is a universal 
story of volunteerism - something 
familiar to thousands of Canadians across 
the country. Few towns have the vast 
history and landmark events to honour 
and commemorate as does Niagara on the 
Lake. Ours is a truly unique story about 
how a group of dedicated volunteers were 
motivated to come together to create 
these exceptional events. 

More to come! The Committee will 
continue its work in 2014 and create 
further legacy projects that will capture 
the scope of all these successful historic 
celebrations and be our legacy for 
generations to come. Plans are underway 
to help support additional events in 
2014, such as the Burning of St. Davids 
in July, and the Ratification of the Treaty 
of Ghent in February, 2015. Visit our 
website: www.

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Bicentennial Committee fulfilled its 
mandate. As stewards of our 
community’s history, this hard working 
volunteer committee has done an 
outstanding job in presenting, protecting 
and preserving the significant stories of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake.

RECREATIONAL TRAILS 
There are two main trails which run 
through NOTL and meet in the Old 
Town. One is the NOTL portion of the 
Waterfront Trail, which begins shortly 
past the Port Weller Bridge on Lakeshore 
Road, continues to East and West Line 
and begins again at Mary and 
Mississauga Streets, travels along Mary, 
and across King to John Street and the 
Niagara River Parkway, where the 
Niagara Parks Commission has a staging 
area and parking lot. It then meets the 
Niagara River Recreational Trail, which 
winds along the river and the Niagara 
Parkway, through the historic village of 
Queenston and up the escarpment, for 
the full 56-kilometre length of the trail 
from NOTL to Fort Erie.

If you can ride a bicycle, you can ride an 
ebike—in fact it’s even easier, with no 
pedalling, no gears or clutch, and no 
driving licence is required.

Tennessee Williams’ A Lovely Sunday for 
Creve Coeur, with some rare wit from the 
master in a play about the love lives of four 
women intertwining, is the one-act lunch¬ 
time production at the Court House. 

The Shaw’s Studio Theatre, located beside 
the Festival Theatre, continues to be home 
to contemporary programming, and this 
season presents The Mountaintop. It’s the

The Mountaintop is about Martin 
Luther King’s last night in in the Memphis 
Lorraine Hotel before his assassination the
